A HAVERHILL mum has branded the 
town ‘the dog poo capital of Britain’ 
and has vowed to paint the foul fae¬ 
ces pink to highlight the actions of 
lazy pet owners. 

Mel Turnbull, 31, along with other 
residents, have had enough of dodg¬ 
ing dog poop every day on the school 
run and out shopping. 

The mother-of-three fears that it 
has become a copycat crime with pet 
owners leaving their animals’ faeces 
in the street because others have 
already done so. 

She has demanded action from St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council 
chiefs in an effort to clean up the 
town and prevent children catching 
diseases. 

Mel said: “Haverhill is worse than 
anywhere I’ve seen. It is the dog poo 
capital of Britain and now, with the 
wet weather, one pile spreads and 
then you’ve got three more. I am pre¬ 
pared to spray paint it all pink. The 
council don’t seem to care. 

“I have to keep my eyes on the 
ground every time I go out and even 
then I got some on the wheels of the 
buggy yesterday.” 

The furious mum vented her anger 
on a Lacebook page after her son got 
splattered by dog poo. 

She wrote: “My son has just ridden 
home from school and turned up 
covered in dog poo splatters. Bike, 
jacket, shoes, bag. 


“When is something going to be 
done? It’s wet and there’s poo on his 
front tyre - it could easily have splat¬ 
tered in his eye and blinded him. 

“It’s beyond a joke. I just don’t 
understand why people find it 
acceptable to leave their dog poo 
wherever it happens to be curled out. 

“I’m sick of not being able to let my 
kids walk on grass - any grass - 
because it’s quite literally every¬ 
where. 

“Even sticking to the pavements 
isn’t safe and I’m constantly having 
to steer my daughter around it. It’s 
frequently found at the entrance 
gate to Burton End (School) and the 
verge between there and St Felix 
(School). 

“What needs to happen? There 
must be some way to sort it out? It’s 
infuriating.” 

The issue of poo on the streets and 
paths of Haverhill has arisen many 


times before. A few months ago the 
late Cllr Gordon Cox asked Haverhill 
Town Council to support his idea to 
ban dogs from the High Street and 
Queen Street to combat fouling, as 
the Weekly News reported. 

Speaking at the meeting, Cllr 
Maureen Byrne, deputy mayor, said 
the town had a “dreadful problem 
with dog fouling”. 

Earlier this year, students from 
Samuel Ward Academy also 
launched their own campaign to 


encourage dog owners to clean up. 

They wrote to Mark Bee, Suffolk 
County Council leader, in May, with 
their concerns about dog fouling in 
the town. 

Cllr Bee replied to the pupils, out¬ 
lining provision for dog mess cur¬ 
rently in Haverhill, and directed the 
youngsters towards the borough 
council, the authority responsible 
for the issue. 

A borough council spokesman 
defended the authority’s record 


on poo this week. 

He said: “There are four dog bins 
and eight litter bins within 300 
metres of Burton End Primary 
School in Haverhill. 

“We do not believe that any issue 
of dog mess relates to a lack of 
bins. 

“Neither have we received any 
complaints recently about this 
area. When we have in the past 
received complaints we have 
increased signage.”

Police find 10 more 
illegal immigrants 


A TOTAL of 20 illegal immigrants 
have now been arrested on one indus¬ 
trial estate in Haverhill. 

The latest batch of arrests in the 
town’s Iceni Way happened last 
Thursday after 10 suspected illegal 
immigrants were found in the back of 
a lorry. 

The arrests come a month after 
another 10 immigrants were discov¬ 
ered when a lorry was stopped by 
police in Iceni Way after travelling 
from to Dover from Calais. 

But the immigrants had to tele¬ 
phone for help as they shivered inside 
the refrigerated truck where it is 
thought they spent up to eight hours 
in the back of the lorry before they 
asked to be rescued.

Police were called to the Culina 
logistics yard in Iceni Way and found 
the men inside the container unit. 

After the immigrants were discov¬ 
ered, the 47-year-old Polish lorry driv¬ 
er was arrested by police on suspicion 
of facilitating illegal entry to the UK, 
an Immigration Act offence and 
bailed until December 10. 

A Home Office spokesman con¬ 
firmed all 10 stowaways were male, 
with three being from Iraq, two from 
Afghanistan, three from Iran and two 
from Kuwait. 

Of the three Iranians, one was a 


teenager who was travelling with his 
father and both will now be taken into 
family accommodation. 

In the latest discovery, a spokesman 
for Home Office Immigration 
Enforcement confirmed that 10 
Iranian men, aged between 20 and 39, 
were arrested. 

The latest incident comes amid ten¬ 
sions in the French town of Calais 
that rising numbers of immigrants 
are seeking to reach British shores 
and follows the attempted storming 
of a UK-bound ferry. 

Security measures are being beefed 
up with plans to send the fence used 
as a ‘ring of steel’ at the recent NATO 
conference in Wales, to Calais to act 
as a deterrent.

James Crane, Department for 
Work and Pensions work services 
manager, said: “Jobcentre Plus is 
proud to be part of this initiative 
and I am pleased that we have now 
secured a further year’s funding to 


work even closer with local employ¬ 
ers, training providers, and schools 
across Haverhill to reduce the 
problem of youth unemployment. 

“There is already interest from 
other local authority areas looking 
to implement projects of a similar 
nature so I very much hope this 
will act as a blueprint for further 
partnerships of this kind.”

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Council plans to regulate A-board 
advertising signs in town centre

A CRACKDOWN on traders’ 
A-board pavement signs 
could soon be introduced. 

For years St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council has been 
looking into how best to 
tackle the issue of A-boards, 
balancing the needs of 
businesses to advertise while 
ensuring safety and the need 
to ensure pavements are not 
cluttered. 

From spring next year, it 
proposes to introduce a 
system of enforcement 
meaning any posters, 
illuminated signs, or 
A-boards will need the 
council’s planning consent. 

Businesses will need to 
apply for permission, or 
remove their piece of 
advertising. If they refuse, 
the council can, under the 
Outdoor Advertisement 
Regulations 2007, remove the 
A-boards or other items of 
unpermitted advertising. The 
regulations also gives the 
council powers to prosecute 
where it is deemed suitable. 

Cllr Terry Clements, St 
Edmundsbury cabinet 
member for planning and 
transport, said: “This 
approach will be consistent 
and fair to all. We are not 
saying that a business cannot 


have an A-board, but they 
will have to apply to the 
council for permission. The 
same rules will be applied to 
every business including 
charity shops. 

“By doing this, the council 
can ensure that mums with 
pushchairs, wheelchair 
users, people who are 
visually impaired, and other 
people, are able to walk 
about our towns and 
shopping areas safely, 
without the risk of them 
colliding into one of these 
boards or being forced to 
walk out into the road. 


“It gives the council control 
over the clutter of signs that 
can sometimes damage not 
only the character of an area, 
but also the footfall that 
traders naturally crave. ” 

A report outlining the 
proposal will go to the 
Overview and Scrutiny 
Committee next Wednesday. 
Subject to committee 
approval, the council will 
then consult with One 
Haverhill, and other trade 
associations including the 
Chamber of Commerce, 
before seeking cabinet 
approval later this year. 


A1307 safety 
talks continue 


A ROAD that attracts com¬ 
plaints about safety and traf¬ 
fic could be transformed 
with a £36 million project. 

The A1307 road, which con¬ 
nects Haverhill with 
Cambridge, could benefit 
from a bus priority scheme 
through the Greater 
Cambridge City Deal. 

Councillors across three 
authorities - Cambridgeshire 
County, Cambridge City and 
South Cambridgeshire 
District - have discussed 
potential projects to trans¬ 
form transport in and around 
the city. 

Matthew Hancock, MP for 
West Suffolk, has long cam¬ 
paigned for improvements to 
the road. 

He said: “The A1307 is a 
dangerous, highly congested 
road on which far too many 
tragic accidents occur. The 
economic case for a dual car¬ 
riageway is increasingly 
strong as Haverhill and

Cambridge grow. 

“I am delighted the first 
steps have been taken to solve 
this longstanding issue.” 

Cllr Tony Brown, who repre¬ 
sents Haverhill East, has 
praised Cambridgeshire’s 
councils for addressing the 
area’s transport issues - but 
added that other improve¬ 
ments to the busy road are 
needed too. 

He said: “There needs to be 
a twin track approach. The 
A1307 needs major improve¬ 
ments. 

“A bus would be great to get 
into Cambridge, but it may 
not be so good for getting to 
other locations. 

“I welcome sustainable 
transport and I welcome 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council stepping up to the 
plate.” 

Cllr Roger Andre, town 


mayor, said Haverhill’s roads 
provide the town with the 
opportunity to connect to 
Cambridge and other com¬ 
munities across Essex, Suffolk 
and Cambridgeshire. 

He said: “The present patch- 
work of dual and single car¬ 
riageway presents substan¬ 
tial safety issues and journey 
delays are liable to discour¬ 
age businesses requiring effi¬ 
cient transfers of materials 
and finished products. 

“Haverhill’s unique location 
at the edge of three counties 
requires co-ordinated plan¬ 
ning to ensure that our needs 
are met as we expand rapid¬ 
ly” 

Consultation on potential 
projects will take place over 
the coming months. 

Public committee meetings 
will run at all three 
Cambridgeshire councils, 
with ideas being presented to 
the new Greater Cambridge 
Executive board next year.

Flu jab so important 

AS we head further into October, 
Diabetes UK is recommending 
everyone with diabetes takes up 
the offer of a free flu jab from their 
GP as soon as possible. 

People with diabetes are 
categorised as a ‘high-risk group’ 
when it comes to getting flu, which 
means they are entitled to receive 
a free immunisation - aged six 
months and up. But nearly a third 
of people with diabetes under the 
age of 65 are still not getting the 
jab. 

Having flu can really upset 
diabetes control and cause blood 
glucose levels to fluctuate. 

This can leave people with 
diabetes open to many health 
problems, including complications 
of flu such as pneumonia and 
bronchitis. 

We know that people with diabetes 
under the age of 65 are about five 
times more likely to die from the 
flu than those who don’t have the 
condition in this age group. 

It really is vital to have the flu jab 
every year as the vaccine protects 
against different strains of flu 
which evolve each year. 

So if you have diabetes and you 
haven’t already been invited for a 
free flu jab, please take the time to 
contact your GP surgery to find out 
when they are holding clinics.

DAVID Hack, who is the 
British Trust for Ornithology 
Garden BirdWatch 
Ambassador for Suffolk, 
sent us this beautiful 
picture of a Blue Tit which 
he took in his garden. 

David wrote: “In the UK 
gardens cover an area 
greater in size than the 
county of Suffolk. Around 
40-50% of UK house-holders 
now provide food for birds, 
making gardens an increas¬ 
ingly important habitat for 
many species, particularly 
in winter. 

“With around 15,000 mem¬ 
bers, the BTO Garden 
BirdWatch scheme is the 
largest ‘Citizen Scientist’ 
project of its type in the 
world. Since its inaugura¬ 
tion in 1995 the project has 
provided a wealth of data on 
the status of our garden 
birds and other garden 
wildlife. 

“Anyone can take part in 
this fascinating pastime, 
regardless of their age or 
ability. It takes just a few 
minutes each week to make 
simple records of the birds 
and other wildlife visiting 
your garden. Then, after 
analysis by BTO scientists, 
this data may be used by 
conservationists, scientists 
or government conservation 
policy makers.”

A TEMPORARY building may 
be the solution to 
accommodation problems for a 
preparatory school - if 
planning permission is granted. 

Barnardiston Hall, just 
outside Haverhill, has 
submitted plans to transform 
an existing modular building 
into temporary accomm¬ 
odation for visitors to the 
school. 

The planning application asks 
for temporary consent - for 
three years - to be granted for 
the accommodation. 

The building would be used 
overnight by those visiting the 
school, who will be shown the 
facilities and experience the 
life and activities of the pupils. 

A statement from the school 
said: “The school is in real 
need for overnight 
accommodation for visitors to 
the school. 

“As it is not reasonable to 
carry out a CRB check on 
these visitors they cannot be 
accommodated within the 
existing boarding facilities, 
which are occupied by pupils 
and staff.” 

It is hoped, in the long-term, 
that a permanent building may 
be created when the 
opportunity for further 
development comes.

Four new classrooms 
proposed for school

FOUR new classrooms have been pro¬ 
posed to improve a school's special 
education provision. 

Samuel Ward Academy, on 
Chalkstone Way, has applied for plan¬ 
ning permission to build the class¬ 
rooms as an addition to an existing 
building - Block C, which houses the 
school’s Year 7 and 8s. 

The new facilities will provide “addi¬ 
tional special education needs sup¬ 
port” for the academy’s increased pupil 
numbers, and also provide a Key Stage 
3 link with the Churchill Special 
School, which is on the same site. 

Howard Lay, executive principal of 
Samuel Ward, said: “It is a small devel¬ 
opment of four classrooms on the back 
of our Year 7 and 8 block, to support 
special education needs and vulnera¬ 
ble children in those years who need 
an area that’s quieter, calmer, and to 
support them with a particular issue 
they have.” 

He added: “There’s just not enough 
space for music and drama so there 
might be an opportunity to do some 
additional music there.” 

The building, which is adjacent to the 
school’s playing fields, will also get a 
new corridor for access and shelter. 

Door and corridor widths will be 
adapted, so they are wide enough for 
wheelchair users, a statement from the

school said. The new classrooms will 
help the academy to fulfil “current 
aspirations”, the statement added, and 
allow the school to offer “greater sup¬ 
port”.

Cartwheels would remain as a shop 
front facility, while some of On Track’s 
services would be delivered through the 
Chalkstone Community Centre. Others 
would go mobile. 

Out of 47 centres across Suffolk, only 
eight have been earmarked to merge.

Man caught with 
drugs avoids jail 


A MAN who confessed to pos¬ 
sessing a class B drug with 
intent to supply has escaped 
a custodial sentence. 

Simon Plumridge, of Willow 
Close, Haverhill, appeared at 
Ipswich Crown Court last 
Thursday. 

He pleaded guilty to posses¬ 
sion of cannabis, with intent 
to supply - but escaped 
immediate custody because 
he is a carer for his father. 

The court heard that if 
Plumridge, 32, were to be sent 
to jail his dad would be likely 
to suffer, as he relied on him. 

The 32-year-old was stopped 
by police officers infune close 
to his home. 

He admitted he had a joint 
of cannabis in his pocket and, 
when searched, a small bag

containing skunk cannabis 
was found. 

At Plumridge’s home, offic¬ 
ers found more cannabis, a 
mobile phone and lists show¬ 
ing names and figures. 

Michael Crimp, prosecut¬ 
ing, told the court that 
Plumridge tried to explain the 
list by saying it showed people 
he had loaned money to. 

When examined, the phone 
revealed messages suggesting 
Plumridge was involved in 
the supply of drugs. 

Officers also seized £130 in 
cash he was found to be car¬ 
rying. 

Matthew Gowen, mitigat¬ 
ing, said Plumridge had been 


acting on the instructions of 
someone higher in the chain, 
and had not made much 
financial gain from the deal¬ 
ing. 

Messages on the seized 
phone had been from the per¬ 
son directing him, Mr Gowen 
said, and some of them had a 
“demanding and threatening 
tone”. 

Recorder Christopher 
Makey sentenced Plumridge 
to 12 months in prison, sus¬ 
pended for two years. 

He will also be subject to an 
8pm to 6am curfew at his 
home address, for six months. 

Mr Recorder Makey said: 
“There is no doubt from the 
evidence and your plea of 
guilty that you were involved 
in the supply of cannabis.” 


Teen heads for 
Westminster 


Slow down on rural roads, is 
message of new campaign 


A TOTAL of 60 per cent of all 
road deaths happen on coun¬ 
try roads, a new campaign 
has revealed. 

The campaign, launched by 
Think! with the Department 
of Transport, is urging drivers 
to slow down on country 
roads that “often have sharp 
bends, bling bends and unex¬ 
pected hazards”. 

Last year in Suffolk, there 
were two fatal, two serious 
and 23 “slight” collisions on 
country roads with speed 
limits of over 40mph. 


Nationally, the new research 
found that 25 per cent of driv¬ 
ers reported having a near 
miss on a country road, a 
third confess to taking a bend 
too fast, and 40 per cent have 
been surprised by an “unex¬ 
pected hazard”. 

Suffolk’s police and crime 
commissioner Tim Passmore 
welcomed the campaign. 

He said: “I am very pleased 
to see the Department for 
Transport focus this cam¬ 
paign on rural roads.”

Plan for homes 
is withdrawn 


CONTROVERSIAL plans to 
build homes on land near to a 
busy Haverhill street have 
been withdrawn. 

Nine homes and associated 
parking were proposed for 
land off Bumpstead Road - 
but after strong opposition 
from neighbours and coun¬ 
cillors alike, the plans were 
withdrawn. 

The plans were brought to 
Haverhill Town Council in 
August, with the planning 
committee ruling to support 
residents’ objections, which 
included additional noise, 
insufficient parking and loss 
of wildlife habitat. 

Bumpstead Road resident 
Arron Wilkins, who spoke on 
residents’ behalf at the meet¬ 
ing, also raised concerns

about how the development 
would overlook neighbouring 
properties and be out of char¬ 
acter with the rest of the 
street. 

The development would 
also exacerbate existing 
flooding issues, he said. 

Speaking at the meeting, Mr 
Wilkins said: “We, as a com¬ 
munity, find the proposed 
development overbearing, 
out of scale and feel it would 
have a serious effect on resi¬ 
dents.” 

Objections were also 
received from those living in 
nearby Ashlea Close and 
Beaumont Vale. 

Suffolk County Council rec¬ 
ommended that outline plan¬ 


ning permission be refused, 
due to concerns about road 
safety. 

The development would 
cause “further traffic intensi¬ 
fication”, they said, which 
would be a danger to other 
motorists on the already busy 
road. 

The Environment Agency 
confirmed that Bumpstead 
Road falls into Flood Zone 1 - 
but they did not classify the 
site as “high risk”. 

The proposal, which was 
withdrawn at the end of 
August, was entered by 
Kenneth Dobinson, a 
Bumpstead Road resident. 

If approved, the homes 
would have been built in the 
garden area to the rear of his 
property. 


Prevent falls and stay active this winter 


OLDER Haverhill residents 
are being encouraged to get 
active and reduce their risk of 
injury. 

A new campaign, set up by 
Live Well Suffolk, the county 
council and Suffolk’s Clinical 
Commissioning Groups, is 
recommending that older 
adults should be doing 
around 150 minutes of mod¬ 


erate aerobic exercise a week. 

Suitable activities include 
swimming, walking or bad¬ 
minton. 

The Be Active, Stay Active 
campaign is also highlighting 
the importance of doing two 
muscle strengthening activi¬ 
ties each week, such as gar¬ 
dening. 

Steven Lee-Foster, director 


of Live Well Suffolk, said: 
“Prevention is the key to 
reducing the risk of trips and 
falls - keeping fit and healthy 
can make a huge difference. 

“Even if you’ve not done any 
exercise in years, it’s not too 
late to start.”

Award-winning pianist Freddy Kempt is set to make his first appearance as the 
Cambridge Corn Exchange’s Artist in Residence with a recital featuring a selection of 
his favourite Beethoven, Schubert and Tchaikovsky sonatas. 

After making his concerto debut at the age of just 8, playing alongside the Royal 
Philharmonic Orchestra, Kempt went on to win the prestigious BBC Young Musician 
of the Year competition and has since become one of the most sought-after pianists 
playing in the world today. 

ANDREW BURTON spoke to him about taking on the Corn Exchange residency (moving 
into shoes left vacant by Julian Lloyd Webber), his musical career to date and how he 
manages to find time to practice as a busy father of three young children. 


What do you hope to bring to the role 
of Artist in Residence at Cambridge 
Corn Exchange? 

Being Artist in Residence gives the 
audience in Cambridge a chance to 
get to know the performer better - in 
a normal situation any soloist normally 
appears once every two or three 
seasons - so it's also nice for me to feel 
I'm coming back to Cambridge more 
than just once in a few years. 

Live on stage just before the show, you’ll 
be joined by eight local music students 
(and eight additional pianos!), to play a 
newly-commissioned piece by composer 
Nicholas Paul Simpson as part of a music 
education project between Cambridge 
Corn Exchange, Cambridgeshire Music 
and the Royal Philharmonic Orchestra. 
What do you hope this experience will 
be like for the audience, and what do 
you think the music students will gain 
from it? 

I hope the audience will be 


supportive - it is a wonderful chance 
for young local pianists to get to know 
the region's beautiful venue and also 
for the audience to maybe hear a star 
of the future. I'm delighted that I'm 
able to take part in something that will 
hopefully ignite some excitement for 
music in younger people. I'm not sure 
I've ever come across anything written 
for nine pianos before and I am sure it 
will sound very exciting . . . and very 
loud! 

What initially prompted you to start 
playing the piano? 

I got to the piano in a rather 
roundabout way. It was originally a 
Christmas present in that I'd picked 
out a present that was just the most 
expensive I could get my parents to 
agree to, not having known it was 
actually a keyboard. Then, on Christmas 
day, it was the only present I had so I 
had to play with it... Looking back I 
realise I had always loved the sound 


the piano made - I remember hearing 
things like Sinatra songs of my father or 
film soundtracks and always listening 
a little bit more carefully each time a 
piano started playing. After that I simply 
made very fast progress and was good 
at it. 

What is your practice routine? 

I do admit to being a bad practiser i.e. 
I am lazy ... Probably not what parents 
of budding musicians want to hear. 
However, one of my teachers always 
went on about how important it is to do 
good practice and not just put in hours 
and hours of mindless note-bashing. 

I'm reminded of this even more now 
with my three young children as it's so 
hard to find time to myself. The most 
important thing now is just to plan out 
how much time I do need and start well 
in advance so that I'm able to be ready 
when I need to be. At home I might 
only get an hour or two a day but at 
least I'm able to do a little bit more on 


tour. 

What advice would you give to any 
young musicians contemplating a career 
as a professional musician? 

As I imagine for any career, I think 
for music the most important thing 
is to love what you do. So if being a 
professional musician means playing on 
stage then you have to love performing 
on stage. I think every type of career is 
becoming more and more difficult - so 
you have to be really dedicated and just 
fight for every chance you can get and 
always try to be at your best. 

What are the most important lessons 
your career as a pianist has taught you? 

The most important thing is to learn 
to be completely professional and be at 
your very best in all aspects of a career. 
First and foremost this means that you 
play to your absolute best for every 
concert, and not to just give up and feel 
sorry for yourself if you're not having 


a good day. Since we use our bodies to 
play, and they aren't machines, many 
times we find ourselves not on ideal 
form - something might be hurting, 
or you might be jet-lagged, or maybe 
you've not eaten at all, or maybe 
you've not been able to rehearse due 
to a travel delay or to some technical 
problem in the venue. You still have to 
overcome all of this and push this to 
the side and just do the show as well as 
you can. 

If you could only, hypothetically, play 
music by one composer for the rest of 
your life, which composer would you 
choose and why? 

I would choose Beethoven, because 
first of all he was a pianist and wrote 
things for piano that are just so exciting 
to play; he wrote them for himself 
after all. Also, I think Beethoven was 
wonderful at writing all types of music, 
be it symphonies, string quartets or 
songs.

IN this age of recycling - plastics in 
one bin, glass in another, garden mat¬ 
ter and food waste also being sepa¬ 
rated - there can be no better time to 
start your own compost heap. 

If you have to sort out your rubbish, 
you might as well make use of the 
matter which can be turned into a ter¬ 
rific soil enricher. 

However, it isn't just a matter of 
piling up your vegetable peelings and 
grass cuttings and turning them every 
so often. In every successful compost 
heap, there is a balance to be found. 

The container or makeshift frame 
(ideally wooden) should be at least 1m 
(3ft) square otherwise it will be too 
small to generate enough heat to rot 
it down. You'll also need a lid to keep 
out rain and keep in the heat, even if 
the lid's in the form of an old carpet 
topped with plastic. Remember, the 
hotter it gets, the faster the compost 
matures. 

Good elements include kitchen waste 
- such as vegetable scraps, eggshells 
and tea bags. If you want to add 
newspaper, you'll need to shred it first. 
Keep a small, lidded bin by the back

door for all your kitchen scraps. 

If you're pruning this autumn, keep 
the clippings and spent flowers for the 
compost bin, along with any grass clip¬ 
pings and end of season bedding. 

Some gardeners have become so 
obsessed with the quality of their com¬ 
post that they grow plants specifically 
for it, including potash-rich sunflowers 
which boost its nutritional content, 
and comfrey, which is rich in nutrients. 

Don't add meat, fish or bones to the 
heap because you'll just attract rats, 
and keep out really tough weeds such 
as ground elder, which may survive in 
the heap, and diseased plants, which 


should be binned or burned. Woody 
prunings should also be omitted 
because they will take an age to rot 
down. 

If you want to give your compost a 
helping hand to rot down, you can buy 
organic activators containing herbs, 
honey and seaweed. Other natural 
ingredients including nettles will also 
help rot down the pile, while a handful 
of horse manure will add bulk and 
nutrients. 

You could also buy some worms from 
a fishing tackle shop which will work 
their way up and down the pile, break¬ 
ing up the debris as they go. 

The secret to good compost is firstly 
to break up the bulky stuff before it 
goes in. If you haven't a shredder, chop 
up your prunings into small pieces. 

Then you need to alternate the 
materials in different layers. Place grass 
clippings in thin layers - and don't put 
too much grass on the pile or you'll 
end up with a slimy mess. Alternate 
the clippings with coarser material or 
mix it with shredded newspaper. Add 
moistened straw to bulk up too much 
green material. 


Layers should be peppered every 
so often with earth, blood, fish and 
bonemeal, manure or an activator to 
encourage bacteria. 

The dry, woody, carbon-rich materi¬ 
als such as prunings and straw should 
be combined with the layers of nitro¬ 
gen-rich soft waste such as vegetable 
scraps and grass clippings. Ideally use 
two parts' woody material to one part 
soft material. 

Once your container is full, don't 
let it dry out in summer or become 
too wet in winter. A good test is to 
squeeze a handful and see how much 
moisture comes out. It should only be 
a few droplets for perfect compost. 

If you are making compost for the 
first time, turn the new heap after 
about a week to allow the cooler outer 
material to enter into the hotter centre, 
then turn it again two weeks later, 
after which you should leave it for 
around six months. 

In less than a year, you may have 
soft, crumbly fruit-cake-like compost 
to spread as a mulch or just add to 
your soil to improve its fertility, or 
sieve it to use in your potting compost.
